Will Caniiaenle War Service 
of Its*Citizens—80,000 Per- 


sons Contribute 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., Nov. 28 (Spe- 
cial])—-Deep down into the heart of the 
hill/facing Union Station plaza 
Kansas City, construction forces are 
laboring to find a stable foundation f6r 
the Kansas City Liberty Memorial—a 
structure that is to commemorate the 
service of the Kansas City men and 
boys who participated in the World 
War. Its origin antedates the signing 
of the armistice. More than $2,000,000 
was subscribed, the number. of con- 
tributors running to 80,000. People 
of all classes alike gave to the fund. 

The Liberty Memorial Association, 
made up of leading citizens of Kansas 
City and organized to supervise erec- 
tion of the memorial, obtained. Thomas 
R. Kimball, .past president ef the 
American Institute of Architects, as 
professional adviser. Designs sub- 

‘mitted were passed upon by a jury of 
architects from various. cities, which 
named as the winning award the de- 
sign submitted by H. Van Buren 
Magonigle of New York City. Of that 
design, Mr. Kimball said: 

No greater single concertion is to 
be found in the world today. 

The journal] of the American In- 
stitute of Architeets said: 

In the Kansas City Memorial, Mr. 
Magonigle has risen to the heights 
of genius. He has achieved a mas- 
terly handling of a. problem with 
which it might be said there have 
been few to. compare in modern 
architecture. 

Of his design, Mr. Magonigle said: 

I see the central column of the 
memorial as a pillar of cloud by day 
and a pillar of fire by night that 
will dominate Kansas City.

It is stated today that recent events 
show clearly the position of the Pope. 
One consequence of the Fascist régime 
in Italy is the rapprochement between 
the Quirinal and the Vatican. For a 
long time official Italy desired better 
relations but it needed the ahility of 
Benito Mussolini to accomplish the 
wish. The closing of the breach per- 
mitted the solemn visit of the Spanish 
Sovereign, and this opens a vast hori- 
zon for common action among Roman 
Catholic powers. It is time, cries one - 
journal, for France to recall that it is 
the “elder daughter of the Church.” 

The extraordinary suspicion that 
Great Britain is behind the Italo- 
Spanish friendship and that it is to 
the detriment of France, which is be- 
ing encircled, has taken possession of 
the French authorities. Attention is 
being directed again on the Mediter- 
ranean.

And New England, so far at least as 
this meeting was representative and to 
the extent of its authority, responded 
promptly by adopting a _ resolution 
recognizing the néed of immediate and 
concerted action on the part of New 
England business.

In- 
dustrial men in all sections of the 
United States are quite familiar with 
it as a proposition.

Co-operative Houses for Women 
_ Students at University of Wisconsin 


Downers Grove, Ill. 
Special Correspondence 
T education is secured not 
merely by exposing one’s self to a 
certain number of lectures and 
laboratory experiments is an estab- 
lished fact. One additional fact ac- 
cepted by the University of Wisconsin 
is that living arrangements suitable 
to individual demands are real neces- 
sities. Consequently this university 
offers a varied and unusual group 
of. student living quarters. A few 
groups of houses may be dismissed 
with a word, for they are as old as 
schools themselves, namely, the dor- 
mitories and fraternity and sorority 
houses. Add to these the approved 
rooming houses, and you have the 
group that almost every school in the 
country possesses. 

But there are not sufficient dormi- 
tories in existence to shelter all the 
women who flock to the universities, 
and rooming and sorority houses do 
not meet with the requirements of all. 

It has been said that the University 
of Wisconsin is. the school of the open 
door. Millionaires and the practically 
penniless: alike call it alma mater. 
Lack of money is little detriment to 
securing an education at Wisconsin, 
for work and cheerful living quarters 
are to be had. Once upon a time 
Wisconsin tried the plan of having a 
co-operative rooming house for women 
students; tried it so successfully that 
three of them came into being. he 
idea originated in the office of the 
dean of women, for it was felt by those 
who were close to the hearts of girls 
that group life was good for them, and 
it was known that economical living 
was a necessity to many, so the co- 
operative houses came to be. 

Houses belonging to the university 
were selected, and‘ were at once con- 
nected with the university heating and 
lighting plant. The Blue Dragon So- 
ciety, an organization of senior 
women, stood sponsor for one house, 
and furnished it, while the Chicago 
Alumne Association undertook the re- 
sponsibility for another one. The 
funds for the third house were raised 
by the American Association of Uni- 
versity Women. With such a start the 
houses flourished, but when university 
expansion required the property upon 
which the houses stood, a. larger 
house, accommodating 20 girls, was 
leased by the university and, like the 
other houses, was supplied with univer- 
sity heat and light. The jolly group 
of pilgrims who went into it chris- 
tened the new house Tabard Inn, and 
since September, 1919, it has contin- 
ued with the furnishings, the tradi- 
tions, and the co-operative plan of its 
predecessors. 

The University House 

Tabard Inn now has two sister 
houses. One, the University House, 
was established by a snigll group of 
girls who felt that, group life should 
be extended.more widely than it is 
possible to do it with the number of 
dormitories in existence. Many con- 
ferences were had with the dean of 
women, and in the spring of 1921 this 
house was secured for their use. It 
belongs to the university, as did the 
old go-operative houses, and for the 
house, including light and heat, the 
girls pay $130 a month to the univer- 
sity. ‘The house has been furnished 
with money which ‘interested women 
let the girls borrow for one year 
without interest, and many gifts of 
furniture have been received. 

The cook is the only person in this 
house who receives actual money for 
her services, the money from the 
rooms, over and above what is neces- 
sary for running expenses, going to 
repay the loan. -University House 
is not co-operative in the sense that 
all the girls work. The organization 
of the house is unusual, and wholly 
different from that of the usual stu- 
dent houses. 

First of all, the chaperon is not the 
gray-haired, motherly little lady whom 
most of us associate lovingly with the 
term “house-mother.” This so-called 
house-mother is a senior in the uni- 
versity! Can you imagine a group of 
girls so well poised; so responsible, so 
ready to do the right thing, that a 
college girl herself can be at their 
head? Well, they grow at Wisconsin. 

One of the girls, in return for room 
and beard, plans all the meals and 
does the buying. You need not feel 
sorry for her, either, for her family is 
not a bit like some that you may have 
heard about.* They all agree enthusi- 
astically that the meals are the best 
ever! And all for $6 a week, too! 

Another girl cleans the house, ex 
cepting the bedrooms, and in addition, 
waits upon table, for these services 
receiving board and room. One more 
waitress is needed, and for this serv- 
ice a girl is given her board. The dish 
washing problem still exists, even in 
this model house, and that work is 
done by a girl in partial payment for 

ard. -Each girl has entire charge 
of her own room and to it she brings 
her own curtains, rugs, all the bed- 
ding excepting the mattress, and her 
own dresser scarves and such things. 
Silver and dishes were purchased with 
a part of the surplus rent money, 
while the tablecloths were supplied 
from those left by the earlier houses. 
Each girl brings tea towels and nap- 
kins to the house. 


The Charter House 


Next @oor to the University House 
is the Charter House, another 1921 
baby. This is a more truly co- 
operative house than is the University 
House, for in this one all the work, 
excepting the cooking of luncheon 
and dinner, is done by all the ‘giris. 
Clever and businesslike is the ap- 
portionment of the labor. 

The work is divided according to 
the time needed to perform certain 
duties. For instance, the girl who 
does the halls has something else 
added to her task, for halls are such 
a nice, easy thing to do that they 
hardly count at all. Halls and some- 
thing® else, then, are listed on one 
card, dining room and reading room 


may be put on another, and perhaps i 


living room on a third, and so on 
until all the work is listed, care being 
taken, however, to have 15 cards, for 
there are 30 hands in the Charter 
House. This being done, the cards are 
drawn by the girls, and ‘everyone 
learns whether her work is “upstairs, 
downstairs, or—” well, we can't 
finish this in the ort x way, for 
every girl takes care of her own room.. 

In the Charter House; too, there are 
dishes to wash, and the times for 
each girl are determined by the in- 
dividual schedules. Each girl is con- 
sulted regarding the times at which 
she is engaged in academic work, and 
then she chooses other times for her 
domestic duties. In the Charter 
House, as well as at Tabard, the girls 
get the breakfasts, each taking ‘her 
turn at it. One girl acts as steward- 
ess and has charge of the buying and 
bookkeeping for the house, and in 
return receives her board. Much of: 
the house has been furnished with 
things belonging to the older co- 
operative houses, although many 
gifts have found their way here, too. 

The Charter House girls have a 
system of laundry checking which is 
interesting«and unique.. Many of the 
girls send their laundry. together, and 
for this a point system has been de- 
vised. A towel may be rated at .1:of 
a point; a blouse may rate at 5 points, 
and handkerchiefs are, perhaps, five 
for 1 point. When the taundry tre-. 
turns the total number of points is 
found; each girl then works out her’ 
own points, and thus pays her fair 
share without quibbling, without bick- 
ering. The chaperon of the Charter 
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Smith of the romance language 
department established it in 1918 for 
the purpose of giving French students 
practice in conversation and of get- 
ting them acquainted with French 
customs; also to serve as a home for 
the French women teachers. French 
programs are given once qa week and 
French songs are sung at the tables 
twice every week: 

This house, although self-support- 
ing, is not a money making scheme, 
and is not worked out along co-opera- 
tive lines. All the necessary work is 
done by paid outsiders. This necessi- 
tates a cook, a maid, ahd paid student 
help for table service and dishwash- 
ing. ‘ 


Adult Education in Denmark 


Special from Monitor Bureau 
; London 

OUGH avowedly: nonpolitical, 
the high schools in Denmark are 
liberal as a rule in sympathy. The 
Conservatives have shown a prefer- 
ence for the agricultural schools, de- 
voted to technical subjects, and though 
some believe that a mixed course in 
the high schools would be wise, others 
hold strongly to the Grundtwig view 
that education is primarily “for life,” 
and not “for livelihood.” A joint as- 
sociation is, however, promoting the 


interests of both. Three years ago 
there were 8000 pupils in the schools, 
55 per cent men and 45 per cent 
women, and only 5 per cent were town 
dwellers. Each school varies locally, 
though the general aim is the same.

The French House

spondence. The arrangement is part 
of the plan by which the department 
of education hopes to open the door 
of opportunity to every child in the 
Province, irrespective of the seeming 
accident of residence. The service is 
a new one, but already 20 pupils, 
within an area of 50 miles, are study- 
ing lessons with the assistance of His 
Majesty’s mails, carried part of the 
way, at least, by dog train. In. addi- 
tion, 80 other children, in widely sep- 
arated diftricts, have asked for the 
coursé. of study and will soon be re- 
ceiving its Most of those enrolled live 
in that large stretch of northern and 
northwestern —_—* through which 
the Hay ‘River flows. 
The program adopted is not unlike 
that offered by American universities 
and state extension departments to 
students who want to learn but can 
afférd neither the time nor the money 
it takes to stay in residence at col- 
lege or school. Specially prepared les- 
sons are sent to the pupils, who study 
at home and are Supposed every two 
weeks to return their papers to the 
Department of Education at Edmon- 
ton, where the results are examined 
and marked. So far the curriculum 
covers all work usually taken in the 
first eight grades of the Canadian 
schools. 

Incidentally, the value of corre- 
spondence courses lies not wholly in 
their content: That they serve to 
keep the pupil in the habit of study- 
ing, and even stimulate him to fur- 
ter study when otherwise he might be 
content to give up his associations 
with textbooks, and that they pro- 
vide the fuel for the flames of intel- 
lectual ambition to feed on, are fac- 
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tors which must be taken. into .con- 
sideration when any effort is made to 
estimate the place that-education by 
mail has won for itself. It is not 
generally understood, but it is a fact 
that in the matter of corréspondence 
study the United States was a bor- 
rower from Great Britain. The first 
courses of the kind were given in Eng- 
land in 1868, and a year or two after 
were introduced into this ._ country 
under the auspices of a Boston s0- 
ciety which quite frankly proceeded 
along lines already mapped out. 
abroad. Of interest also is the cir- 
cumstance that teaching by corre- 
spondence has been an integral part 
of the curriculum of the University of 
Chicago from the day that the univer- 
sity opened its doors in 1892. Indeed, 
Dr. William R. Harper, first president 
of the university, was one of the pio- 
neers in the movement for this kind of 
instruction. |

The first is that of Bishop Grundtwig 
1783-1872, who was a scholar afid a 
poet, a historian and a preacher: ‘The 
year 1813 was a sad one for Denmark, 
allied .unwillingly to Napoleon. Trade 
was nil and the country “bankrupt: 
German influence was paramount and 
the native tongue neglected. 
Then came the Bishop. “He roused 


*his countrymen to take an interest in 


folk-songs and stories and in national 
hymns, and he popularized Danish 
history. He broke down the” monopoly 
of the Latin schools and with his 
friends started in 1844, the first 
People’s High School. Here adults 
could enjoy a liberal Danish educa- 
tion, and it is important to notice how 
great a stress Grundtwig laid upon 
the ability to use oral expression with 
force and vigor. .“A School for Life” 
was the Bishop's aim, a school where 
men would learn not to leave their 
work but to go back to it with greater 


‘inner joy.

No trials could subdue the national 
spirit. In 1864 the high school move- 
ment renewed its efforts, and by small 
degrees the people woke to the vital 
meaning of the schools, and today the 
great Danish high schools qwe their 
existence to a small group of un- 
daunted men.

| Academic credit for reading done by 


pupils at home is the sturdy tie that 
‘binds the public library to the public 
ischools in both Youngstown, O.. and 
| Munhall, Pa. Home reading is re- 
garded as a regular school subject, 
and each child reads at least one book 
a month, but not more than one a 
week. At the end of the year in 
Youngstown, the library gives a cer- 
tificate to the pupil who has read 10 
or more booky, and adds a gold seal to 
the certificate for each five books be- 
yond the required number.

A little later they secured the 
help of Wilhelm’ Becker who had sev- 
eral years’ experience as a painter at 
the celebrated Meissen porcelain fac- 
tory. 

While Thoma’s pottery was a sort 
of improved peasant ware, Sues and 
his collaborators aimed at imitating 
the Italian ceramics of the Renais- 
sance known as majolica. It was 
their ambition to discover the nature 
of the wonderful opaque white glaze 
and the brilliant blues of the Italians, 
and after a few failures they suc- 
ceeded in getting near to the originals. 

After Hans Thoma had been made 
director of the Karlsruhe Art Gal- 
lery and of the Karlsruhe School of 
Art in 1899, the grandéuke declared 


his willingness to open. a small fe. 

tory for the manufacture of majolica 

and terra cotta ware, according to the 

of Thoma and § Sues. In October,

Wilhelm Sues, who was its first di- 
rector, began work with eight crafts- 
men who in the course of time’ were 
supplemented by young men and 
women from Karlsruhe“ who were 
frained for their work at the fac- 
tory itself.

' Laws Won't Solve Problem, Observer Says

Following recent pointed questions 
put to Mr. Wood, particularly by real! 
estate men, as to how he proposes to. 
work out the proposals made at recent | 
sessions of the National Urban League | 
at Kansas City, for better housing and | 
living conditions for Negroes, he has | 
issued a statement to The Christian | 
Science Monitor embodying his plans. 

Since the Negroes’ great trek into 
northern states during and since the 
war, Mr. Wood says, racial antagonism 
has been acute in many places: To 


occurred in Tulsa, Okla., and Chicago, 
the National Urban League has em-. 
barked on a campaign for racial co- | 
operation. Negroes and whites are | 
inéluded in the league membership. 


' Agitates All Citles 


“The question of colored people 
moving into white communities is one 
which agitates every one of the cities 
where we have branches,” Mr. Wood 
declares, “and the answer to it is 
fundamental to the whole. problem of 
race relations... Mr. Wood continued: 

First of-all, Negroes rarely, if ever, 
move into white districts merely 
because they are white districts, or 
with any desire to associate exclu- 
sively with whites. Their motive is 
to move out of the intolerable living 
conditions which make most of the 
so-called Negro districts a shame to 
our cities, north and south. 

The remarkable thing from a real- 
estate point of. view, in regard to 
Negroes depreciating the price of 
real estate is that the Negro, as a 
matter of fact, does not do any such 
thing, but panic among the white 
people does, in practically every city 
im the United States. The panic 
which comes to white people at the 
appearance of one brown family 
causes the white people to give away 
their property; in other words, turn 
it out of the broad market of both 
whites and colorgd into the narrow 

market of the colored. And some 
very fancy incomes have been made 
by buying up this property and rent- 
ing it to colored people at from 25 
to 100 per cent increased rental 

A Negro friend of mine tells me 
that his’ brother bought a house, 
turned out the white tenants, put in 
colored tenants, and increased the 
rent 33 per cent, and could have in- 
creased it 50 per cent, but felt that 
he had a heart (although where it 
was placed if he could do what he did, 

1 cannot quite see). 


Seeking Better Homes 


There is nothing inherently degrad- 
ing or depressing about Negro occu- 
pancy. The same standards of clean- 
liness, neatness and good taste are 
recognized by .both groups, in the 
various economic planes. Most white 
people think of Negroes as alhkin a 
very low economic class, whereas 
there are rapidly increasing num- 
bers of cultured, refined. well-to-do 
Negroes in our cities, and these are 
always looking for better homes.

It is impossible for the National 
League to adopt a definite 
program and enforce it upon all its 
branches, the theory of our organ- 
ization being that general principles 
by the national, and 
the local groups of white and colored 
men and s~women forming the branch 
organizations in each locality are 
charged with the working out of — 
these principles in the wavy best 
suited to the locality in which they 
have set up their organization. 

I can, however, state my personal 
belief—and in this I think the ex-‘ 
ecutive board of the National Urban 
League would agree with me—that 
there can be no final solution of this 
problem of housing so long as we 
regard it as one of racial prejudice 
and not as one of bricks, mortar. 
lumber, architects and builders, to- 
gether with proper supervision and 
care in police, sewer, light, pavement. 
etc. 

Eventually I am sure the merits 
and claims of the individual will 
triumph over the illogical prejudices 
and fears of groups; and the ineyit- 
able and universal workings of the 
law of supply and demand, the abil- 
ity of the individual to buy and live 
where and as his pocketbook and 
his tastes prompt, will be the recog- 
nized custom. Any other solution 
must inevitably be a temporary make- 
shift leading to hardship, injustice. 
suspicion, panic, and all too fre- 
quently — riot and bloodshed.

Another interesting collection is that 
of books printed on Essex County 
presses and books written by BHssex 
County authors, numbering: * 25,000 
items, among them many first: editions 
of the works of Nathaniel Hawthorne, 
the bundredth anniversary of - whose 
bingh was observed atthe Ibstitute in 
1904.

Every 
line of these brilliant memoirs is writ- 
ten in a way which forbids the reader's 
attention to wander, and compels him 
to follow the vivid recital of the au- 
thor’s vagaries with eager enjoyment. 
It is not so much what Mr. Nevinson 
has done that is of such enthralling 
interest, as his exquisite version of 
how he did it. Perhaps that is thg 
Becret of good journalism. Yet Mr. 
Nevinson is something more than a 
good journalist. He is a true artist, 
with an artist’s delicate sense of 
values. The little character. sketches 
with which his memoirs abound are 
models of the portrait painter’s skill, 
while his subtle wit and power of 
epigrammatic expression betray him as 
a stylist of no ordinary merit. 

If Mr: Nevinson were not possessed 
of a sense of humor, one might find 
his violent prejudices and his hasty 
contempt for accepted opinions

But so happily are 
they diluted by that fountain of irre- 
pressible humor that wells up always 
at the right moment, that one realizes, 
as one proceeds, that here is a man 
who is not nearly so unreasonable as 
he pretends to be.

‘ we would now call a mild variety, 
flourighed merrily in literary and ar- 
tistic circles, the youthful Nevinson 
zealously essayed the narrow path of 
mental activity prescribed for Social- 
istic enthusiasts. But, although he 
dutifully attended lectufes by people 
who knew how to reform society and 
went for walking tours with a mini- 
mum of personal luggage, and did 
many of the things customarily done 
_by those who were conscious of the 
imperfections of the social order, his 
‘versatility, or perhaps his sense of 
humor, demanded an outlet in activi- 
ties ef quite another sort. And thus 
it was that this remarkable man, who 
consorted with Socialists and co- 
..quetted with anarchists, set about to 
train the youth of Shadwell in mili- 


tary exercises—and to do it seriously. 


The project was a great success, the 
War Office befriended the ehterprise, 
and Nevinson (who, of course, hated 
the State in his soberer moments) felt

a glow of something akin to military 
gidry. Kropotkin and the Webbs 
gnashed their teeth, or at least one 
imagines they did, for Nevinson had 
been a promising pupil, and. such 
seeds as they had sown had evidently 
fallen upon stony ground. But the 
delinquent was heedless of their pro- 
tests and, though he continued to 
cherish a measure of their creed, he 
became in due course a war corre- 
spondent and a critic of the practice 
of arms. 

His career as a war: correspondent 
started in the Balkans, where he 
served on the Daily Chronicle during | 
the thirty days’ war of 1897. ~There 
is a brilliant account of that tragi- 
comic campaign and of the author’s 
part in it, but it is eclipsed by the 


subsequent chapters on the South 
African War. Here- Mr. Nevinson’s 
power of narrative is seen at its best. 
He might be writing of.events just 
past rather than of those of a quarter 
of a century ago. His story of the 
siege of Ladysmith is told as only an 
enthusiast could tell it, and time has 
failed to dim either his ‘admiration. for 
the heroes or his fiery asm for 
those who blundered. 

It. is impossible here to mention 
more than a few of the many things 
about which Mr. Nevinson writes. 
Although he covers a wide range of 
topics and deals with many and varied 
‘phases of life, he is never superficial. 
He is too earnest a philosopher, too 
sincere a historian, to skim over the 
surface of things after the traditional 
manner of modern ‘memoir writers. 
He ts a pioneer and a rebel, a cham-

enter. There is no doubt that “The 
Poetic Edda” is the greatest literary 
monument preserved to the present 
generation of the antiquity of the 
North European races; dnd by making 
it available in English, the translator, 
Henry A. Bellows, and the American 
Scandinavian Foundation, which pub- 
lishes this work as two volumes, 
bound in one, of the Scandinavian 
Classics, XXI and XXII, have ac- 
complished a task that entitles them 
to great credit. 


It may be said that the publication 
of “The Poetic Edda” marks the peak 
in the efforts of the American Scandi- 
navian Foundation to make Scandina-+ 
vian classics, old and new, available to 
American readers.

creasingly the duty of our organization, representing the 
business interests, large or small, of every character, of 
every nation, to promote feelings of mutual .confidence 
and esteem.’’ He went on to suggest that feelings of 
mutual’ respect, developed along commercial and social 
lines, must: lead to an increase of the broader national 
sympathies, and will lay the foundation for political: co- 
operation at the proper moment. 

These sentiments will be heartily indorsed. Finance 
and commerce have been in the past denounced by many 
people as the cause of quarrels, and even of wars, between 
the nations. It has been shown how rivalries founded 


on business interests have developed~bitterness over a~- 


prospective concession in some unexploited part of the 
globe, and it has been shown how the fight for markets, 
the struggle for the open door, has bred most antagonistic 
feelings. Germany’s economic necessities, directed in 
the channels of cqlonial expansion, were responsible. in 
northern Africa for several political explosions which 


were the precursors of the more formidable outbreak of 


1914. This is only one example out of many. The Near 
East affords others. High finance has-also been acctsed 
of arousing dissensions for its own ends. 

Now it would bé impossible to deny that trade com- 
petitions and financial ramifications must bear their share 
of blame for whatever is undesirable in the history of 
the last century,-which may be regarded as the age of 
industry. But we rejoice at the many manifestations 
which are being given by business men ig all lands of a 
nobler conception of their duties. Many realize that if 
trade may have undesirable consequences in the imterna- 
tional sphere, it is nevertheless capable, rightly guided, 
of rendering the most magnificent services to mankind. It 
is this possibility, which is, above all, expressed by the re- 
cent activities of the International Chamber of Com- 
merce. Its whole ideal is that of world unity. More 
_ than any othér organization, it insists on the solidarity 
of peoples. : ‘ 

Commerce cannot éxist on the scale‘that it should 
maintain, and cannot operate to the limit of its possibili- 
ties, unless it is based upon the idea of the interdependence 
of all the nations, the belief that this country can conven- 
iently supply that country with certain commodities and 
receive in return-commodities which it cannot produce so 
advantageously. England has particularly learned the 
lesson that a state of/ upheaval on. the continent of

Before the Great War, the Dominion representa- 
tives had. practically no knowledge of world affairs, and 
were perforce compelled to accept the leadership and guid- 
ance of the British Government. Quring and after the 
war, while their knowledge and experience rapidly: grew, 
they were always confronted by the immense prestige and 
ability of Mr. Lloyd George and his colleagues. The 
leadership, that is, was so much in the hands of Great 
Britain that the Dominion representatives were largely 
on the defensive. | 


; 


On this occasion the situation was entirely different. . 


The British ministers were new to office. They had been 
struggling desperately with the European situation for a 
year without making arly marked advance toward peace 
or settlement.: They now turned frankly to the repre- 
sentatives ofthe other nations of the Empire for assist- 
ance and advice. For the first time, therefore, the 
Imperial Conference has been conducted as a free delibera- 
tion between equals. The Dominion prime ministers 
‘certainly did their best. General Smuts took the lead in 
trying to deal with Europe, and did much to bring about 
the proposal for a new conference of experts to make 
proposals for the settlement of reparations. Mr. Bruce 
of Australia gave a-great impulsé to the idea that a par- 
tial solution, at any rate; could be found for unemploy- 
ment by a systein of protection for the British Isles com- 
bined with interimperial preferences, -now the subject 
matter of a general election. Mr. Mackenzie King was 
the chief factor in securing a clever. definitien of the 
relations between the various members of the Empire in 
the matter of conducting foreign. policy and of conclud- 
ing treaties.. And, in the end, though nothing: very ,far- 
reaching was accomplished, either in the mgtter of the 
settlement of Europe or of imperial ioe itr the con- 
ference athiourned with a far clearer sense of the solidarity 
of the Commonwealth, and a greater realization of the 
vital part which the Commonwealth plaved, as a factor 
for peace and stability and reasonableness, in a world 
still torn by the passions of war. 7 
In some concluding speeches members of the confer 
ence attempted to define their impressjons. Mr. Baldwin 
calléd the Empire an “organic unity, a family of 
free nations.” Mr. Mackenzie King emphasized that it 
was an association of democraciés, that its policy de- 
pended on the public opinion of the several peoples as 
expressed in their own parliaments, its Unity resting not 
upon treaties nor_upon constitutions but upon common 
political traditions and common political ideals as symbol- 
ized by a common crown. General Smuts urged that 
-the Commonwealth stood primarily for international jus- 
tice and peace. Mr. Bruce declared that “inside the 
Empire we are really independent fiations. But to every 
foreign nation the British Empire is one and indivisi- 


' ble,” Because it went into war and made peace as a single 


entity. These opinions, indeed, indicate the main features

It: was made to appear at the session referred to that 
the consumers of anthracite coal in the United States are 
now contributing approximately $5.25 as profit on every 
ton of coal purchased, “for which no service is rendered.” 
This figure is given as the result of a survey made by John 
W. Adams, examiner. for the United States Coal Com- 
mission, and was offered by him in verification of Gov- 
ernor Pinchot’s claim that extortion was being .practiced 
by the anthracite coal combination, largely controlled. by 
what he referred to as the “financial interests.” 
interests, the Governor says, “control anthracite from the 
mine to the coal bin, help themselves to abundant profits 
as operators, take more profits as wholesalers, take still 
more in transportation, and, in some cases, take all they 
can get as retailers, besides.”’ 

The public grudgingly conceded the claims .of the 
mine workers to a slightly higher wage agreed’to at the 
time of the settlement reached in the conference called 
by Governor Pinchot in an effort to settle the recent strike. 


But it has been made quite clear that the present cost of 


coal is not attributable to ‘the higher cost of production 
so much as to the ability ofethose who control the volunie 
of output, the transportation thereof, and the di&tribution 
through wholesalers and retailers, to fix the price at as 
high a figure as consumers can be made to pay. 

Resentful of an economic condition which has become 
next to intolerable, consumers are attempting to retaliate 
by the larger use of bituminous coal and fuel oils. But 
this saaciiese, if the case against the anthracite monop- 
olists is as strong as it appears, should not be necessary. 
The supply of hard coal is ample to meet all reasonable 
needs. Heating appliances in most of the cities gn the 
northern sections of the United States are adapted to the 
use of anthracite. Householders object to the substitu- 
tion of smoky coals which scatter their clouds of soot and 
smoke broadcast. They feel that they are entitled to the 
service which is reasonably due them from the producers 
of the more desirable fuel. Thus convinced, they insist 
that something more effective should be done than to 
reiterate, even in picturesque language, the charges 
against what Governor Pinchot calls “the hard-boiled” 


monopolists. |

A’ British Onlooker’s Diary 


By H. W. MASSINGHAM

Lonvon, Nov. 27—There is an_ international question 
which, for us, as for the world, exceeds in urgency the issue 
of the elections, and/that is the feeding of* the population of ~ 
the Ruhr. It is not too much to say that on its solution 
depends the history of Europe for many vears, certainly for - 
this generation. Germany can play no part in it. Subsidies 
to passive resistance have ceased for th: simple reason that 
she no longer possesses any money. The question is whether 
France is to replace her in responsibility for the lives of the 
people and of the neighboring Rhinelanders. The French 
proposition’ is correctly stated by the very able and very well- 
informed Cologne correspondent of The Times. German 
functionaries are being dismissed wholesale, railways are-to 
pass under the difection of the French, and occupied territories 
are no. longer to be allowed to send representatives to the 
Reichstag. 

This is the creation of a new European state. It is certain 
thar, sooner ot later, there will be a formation of a new balance 
of European power. ‘Therefore, Lord Curzon’s announcement 
that, in view of the critical state of foreign affairs, he pro- 
poses to abstain from the general election is no idle gesture. It 
is a warning which Paris understands, and which must have 
early, if not immediate, consequences. The British contention 
is very simple. It is that the question of|the Ruhr is a matter 
ot uropean concern, subject to the Treaty, and in no case is 
to be determined by French pressure: on Germany in the 
shape of an occupation and a following administrative system 
whose legality we have formally denied. I am bound to add 
that French action during the last few ‘weeks is in the opposite 
direction to assurances which, I understdod, were privately 
conveyed to Stanley Baldwin before his Paris interview, and 
which were explicitly confirmed by Raymond Poincaré on 
that occasion. This adds td the seriousness of the situation. 
We are at Cologne. There can now be no doubt but that we 
will remain there. In others words, we garrison a part of a 
territory which is being rapidly molded into a separate’ unit 
under French protection, with French fortifications looking 
directly on unoccupied Germany. It is impossible for us to 
tacilitate that process, in fact it is being actively opposed, not 
merely by the British Government in the cause of European 
peace, but by those British mdustrialists whose interests it 
gravely threatens. :

Meanwhile, distracting as the elections pre*ed to be on 
the fiscal issue, | emphasize the view that & foreign policy 
the country, save for the Conservative Diehards, who count 
for little, is practically united, and whatever its issue the only 
change likely, or even possible, is a stiffening of the anti-French 
attitude. This will be visible at once if the result should be 
to give power to the Liberal or to the Labor parties,.or to any 
combination of these forces. ‘The same result must accrue 
if, as is probable, Mr. Baldwin resigns the premiership on the 
ground of an insufficfent mandate for protectien, and Lord’ 
Curzon, his only rival, replaces him in a purely Conservative 
Government, pledged to do nothing, or very little, with the 
tariff. 

What is really critical is, that if France proceeds to 
consolidate her rule in the occupied territories, Great Britain 
cannot rest with a negative to that policy. She must follow 
the fameus precedent of William of Orange and begin to 
organize-a counter force to French militarism. It is clear that 
some such mutual approach on the part of Mediterranean 
powers has already taken place, that a grouping of Scandi- 
navian countries would inevitably follow such a consolidation, 
and that from this an open entente with Germany is by no 
means an impossible step. ,. : 

The nominations for the elections show that the number 
of candidates, and their distribution among the three parties, 
are much the same as in 1922, while the attitude of the parties 
to each other is, in the main, unchanged. It would, there- 
fore, seem to follow that the two results will closely resemble 
each other, although there is one marked difference. Mr. 
Baldwin has not been-vable to impose protection on Lancashire 
Conservatism, and from this powerful center, with some other 
industrial districts, a free trade section numbering from twenty 
to thirty members will.confront the protectionist mass. As the 
Liberals are bound to gain something from their reunion, and 
as the Labor Party is also undivided, while it showed great 
strength in local elections three weeks ago, even the Conserva- 
tive extremists look to a majority of under fifty. Stock exchange 
betting at the end of last week, for example, gave the. Govern- 
ment a~maximum majority of forty-five, which declined the 
next day to twenty-four, and then rose to thirty. Clearly there 


is no majority for a policy of a general tariff to which, judging 


by his speech at Bewdley, the Prime Minister adheres. Still 
less can this emerge from a balance of forces as between the 
Conservatives on the. one hand, and the Liberal-Labor opposi- 
tion on the others. This is a solution which is at once most 
expected and least desired. 
! > > > 

In that event the, British party system will have reached a 
deadlock similar to that which confronted it in 1885. There 
are several ways out. There might be a second general election, 
or one of the three parties, having secured pledges from another, 
might take office avowedly as a minority government. Or there 
might bea third resort to a coalition. In this last and most 
probable event two combinations are possible. The first would 
be at once free trade and anti-Labor, or let us say anti-Socialist, : 
and would consist of the main body of Liberals and Conserva- 
tives seeking a prime minister among comparatively moderate 
or neutral figures, and leaving the Diehards to form an incon- 
gruous Opposition with the Labor Party. The alternative is 
a Liberal-Labor government. Of this I will only say, that 
at present the Labor Party decisively rejects it, and, taking 
the leading personalities into account, it would be difficult to 
arrange, largely because of the strong objection which the 
Liberals take to the capital levy. 

The most interesting of the larger political issues at 
present is the effect of all the protectionist talk on the future 


of the Labor Party. The plunge into a general election is as 


disconcerting to it as to Liberalism and Conservatism. It has 
very little money. Trade-union funds have been very heavily 
depteted by strikes, low wages, and unemployment, and there 
will be no overflowing war chest for next year's battle. But 
neither was there in 1922. It is impossible to understand 
Labor politics unless one realizes that the movement has become 
a religious one, conducted by volunteer workers, who give 
time, labor, and their pence, stinting nothing in the cause to 
which they are devoted, and which, with them, replaces that 
old devotion to the little chapel, or to the sinking cause of 
Liberalism. areas 

Thus the whole expensive routine of electioncering, the 
canvassing, the registering of voters, the distribution of voting 
cards and ‘leaflets, and the maintenance of the erganization, 
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
